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AN ACT concerni ng public health.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The Departnent of Public Health Powers and
Duties Law of the Gvil Adnmnistrative Code of Illinois is

anended by changi ng Section 2310-315 as fol |l ows:

(20 ILCS 2310/2310-315) (was 20 |ILCS 2310/55. 41)

Sec. 2310-315. Prevention and treatnment of AIDS. To
perform the followng in relation to the prevention and
treatment of acquired i nmunodeficiency syndrone (AlDS)

(1) Establish a State AIDS Control Unit wthin the
Departnent as a separate admnistrative subdivision, to
coordinate all State prograns and services relating to the

prevention, treatnent, and anelioration of AlDS.

(2) Conduct a public i nformation canpai gn for
physi ci ans, hospitals, health facilities, public health
departnents, |aw enforcenent personnel, public enployees,
| aboratori es, and t he gener al public on acquired

i mmunodeficiency syndrone (AIDS) and pr onot e necessary
measures to reduce the incidence of AIDS and the nortality
fromAIDS. This programshall include, but not be limted to,
the establishnment of a statewide hotline and a State AIDS
informati on clearinghouse that will provide periodic reports
and releases to public officials, health professionals,
community service organizations, and the general public
r egar di ng new devel opnents or procedur es concer ni ng
prevention and treatnent of AlDS.

(3) Establish an AIDS Advisory Council consisting of 25
persons appointed by the Governor, including representation
from public and private agenci es, or gani zati ons, and

facilities i nvol ved in AIDS research, prevention, and
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treatnent, which shall advise the Departnent on the State
AIDS Control Plan. The terns of the initial appointnments
shall be staggered so that 13 nenbers are appointed for
2-year terns and 12 nenbers are appointed for 4-year terns.
All  subsequent appointnents shall be for 4-year terns.
Menbers shall serve w thout conpensation, but may be
rei nbursed for expenses incurred in relation to their duties
on the Council. A Chairman and other officers that may be
consi dered necessary shall be elected from anong the nenbers.
Any vacancy shall be filled for the termof the original
appoi ntment. Menbers whose terns have expired may continue
to serve until their successors are appointed.

(4) Establish alternative blood test services that are
not operated by a bl ood bank, plasna center or hospital. The
Department shall prescribe by rule mnimum criteria,
standards and procedures for the establishnment and operation
of such services, which shall include, but not be limted to
requi renents for the provision of information, counseling and
referral services that ensure appropriate counseling and
referral for persons whose blood is tested and shows evi dence
of exposure to the human immnodeficiency virus (HYV) or
other identified causative agent of acquired i munodefi ciency
syndronme (Al DS)

(5) Establish regional and community servi ce networks of
public and private service providers or health care
professionals who may be involved in AIDS research
prevention and treatnent.

(6) Provide grants to individuals, organizations or
facilities to support the foll ow ng:

(A Information, referral, and treatnent services.

(B) Interdisciplinary workshops for professionals
involved in research and treatnent.

(C© Establishment and operation of a statew de

hot|l i ne.
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(D) Establishnent and operation of alternative
testing services.

(E) Research into det ecti on, prevention, and
treat nent.

(F) Supplenentation of other public and private
resour ces.

(G Inplenentation by long-termcare facilities of
Departnent standards and procedures for the <care and
treatment of persons wth AIDS and the devel opnent of
adequate nunbers and types of placenents for those
per sons.

(7) Conduct a study and report to the Governor and the
Ceneral Assenbly by July 1, 1988, on the public and private
costs of AIDS nedical treatnent, including the availability
and accessibility of inpatient, outpatient, physician, and
comuni ty support services.

(8) Accept any gift, donation, bequest, or grant of
funds from private or public agencies, including federal
funds that nay be provided for AIDS control efforts.

(9) Develop and inplenment, in consultation wth the
Long-Term Care Facility Advisory Board, standards and
procedures for long-termcare facilities that provide care
and treatnent of persons wth AIDS, including appropriate
infection control procedures. The Departnment shall work
cooperatively W th or gani zati ons representing t hose
facilities to devel op adequate nunbers and types of
pl acenents for persons with AIDS and shall advise those
facilities on proper inplenmentation of its standards and
pr ocedur es.

(10) The Departnent shall create and adm nister a
training program for State enployees who have a need for
understanding matters relating to AIDS in order to deal wth
or advise the public. The training shall include information

on the cause and effects of AIDS, the neans of detecting it

and preventing its transm ssion, the availability of rel ated
counseling and referral, and other matters that may be
appropriate. The training my also be nmde available to
enpl oyees of | ocal governnents, public service agencies, and
private agencies that contract with the State; in those cases
the Departnment may charge a reasonable fee to recover the
cost of the training.

(11) Approve tests or testing procedures used in
determ ning exposure to H'V or any other identified causative
agent of Al DS.

(12) Make a detailed report each quarter to the General

Assenbly reqgarding the progress achieved in inplenenting the

requi renents and goals of this Section.
